Installing the rs-232 model 1: 

The two major components to the model 1 rs-232 system are the circuit 

board and the cable assembly. It isnt easy to make it work The old 

machine needs some pre-cleaning of the internal connecting points before 
it all happens. Pind the rs-232 connecting bar- remove it from the circuit 
board of the interface unit, clean the contacts on the bar and clean the 
circuit-^traces on the interface board, reposition the bar and reinstall it 
on the interface board. Position the rs-232 circuit board on its contacts, 
holding it while tightening the two screws. (the aliegnment is critical) 
next, clean the card edge for the rs-232 cable, this can be done with an 
eraser, the top and bottom of the edge should be cleaned. To make your 
own cable see picture :::::::
